LARGE OR SMALL 

MASS KDUC.A.TTOX hsit developed iiito a factovylike .•«oheme, 
where r, .';tudcnt entérine in at one end attends certain 
lectures, pet* credit for such liowrs of attèndinp: and writes 
cixaTns every year, anA at the end of four years or so emerges 
^vith the honor to place certain initials after his name if he 
•chooses. 

Tl'hcn the registration assumes the role of thousands, and 
Avhen those attending one iiarticular lecture number hundreds, 
there can be no human contact, between professor and student. 
The large universitj- tAkcs away all the humanity in study, while 
in the small collopc there is a closer touch and a mutual under- 
standing between the one who desires knowledge and the one 
who directs his activitj' in that direction. 

But on the other hand the large univei-sity has created an 
atmosphere which would be unstiainable in the small collogc. It 
l)rin^ together on an unlimixed sc«.lc breadth of training and 
■expérience. The fellowship amongst the students may not be so 
iintimatc as in .smaller institutions but there is a greater variety 
oï'ilîTpes, and the true education comes in learning how to ac- 
comoâatc ones-self and ad,iust ones outlook on the many shades 
of opinion. 

In choosing ones universitj' there is a quandaiy. To select 
one would mean io forgo the other. Imclligent. educators have 
seen '.this matter and have within the .last decade tried to com- 
promise, chiefly "by having a number of colleges, all subdinsions 
of tlie larger university. The system at Toronto, whether 
planned or not, seems io be in this direction. There is a beginning 
of itatMcCyj^^ ' • 

In Claremont. California, a system of colleges is being 
pstablished under a plan that keeps each within a reasonably 
femall enrollment, so that both the.institntion and student may 
• ûevélqpe their respective individualities, and so that students 
ai^^jrofessors may have the close contacts wiich they so much 
A'^^pand at the same time enjoy the total facùltiès of all the 
colleges. ., 

Of a somewiiat liiffereni form, yet accomplishing much the 
siatne ^results, are oppoitunities offered by certain colleges which 
have affiliated with Columbia and by those "n^ich have federated 
into what is known as Western Reserve University. Working 
from the other direction — that is, dividing instead of combining 
9^splitting the overgrown college or university into small units, 
so that contact.^ between .students and teachers may Tje richer 
^nd more frequent. i.s the House Plan at Harvard. 

Thus it may be .said that mass education and the education 
|f the isolated snial] college have left their pedestals and, each , ^,1^^^ j„ co.n.,io...room», i„

on a common mibsion. that of combining and adjusting their w-iiic-ii wouw ht i^uijiisiicci a.i tim 
iiitherto separated advantages. 

If a .student can have an occaKioiial stroll across tht eamiius 
iWith his jjrofessor, or chat as friend to friend over a simple in- 
iformal lunch, education will have much more nearly fulfilled its 
:<iefinition.
